Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-5, 7-16, 19, 20, 22-26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding Claims 1 and 10, the primary reason for allowance is the inclusion of the 
limitation wherein to add the even samples to generate a first sum and to add the odd samples to 
generate a second sum of a first servo position burst and also by the Applicants argument in Page 
13, 3 rd paragraph. 

Regarding Claim 5, the primary reason for allowance is the inclusion of the limitation 
wherein a position-burst demodulator comprising a first adder to add even samples together to 
generate a first sum and to add the odd samples together to generate a second sum and also by 
the Applicants argument in Page 13, 3 rd paragraph. 

Regarding Claims 12, 15, 20, 24 and 27, the primary reason for allowance is the inclusion 
of the limitation wherein summing the even samples of the first servo burst; summing the odd 
samples of the first servo position burst; square the summed even samples of the first servo 
position burst and to square the summed odd samples for the first position burst and also by the 
Applicants argument in Page 13, 3 rd paragraph. 

Regarding Claims 28 and 29, the primary reason for allowance is the inclusion of the 
limitation wherein to add the even samples to generate a first sum from the first and second servo 
position burst and to add the odd samples to generate a second sum from the first and second 
position burst and also by the Applicants argument in Page 13, 3 rd paragraph.
